62,991,440 cifrara, ot the money value du- 
ty paid of SO,787,377.92. 
These figures 


ut once strike one as being somawtat 
remarkable as showing tbo eitrnordiiiary 
increase in th3 number and value of ci- 
gars imported in 1883 as against the im- 
portation o! 1807. They seam to indi- 
outo that our people are indulging m o 
hiprh-pnced loroifrn luxury, and the im- 
porters are taking advantage ot tho low 
or meuflioient duties imposed on Hav- 
ana, and.other foreign cigars, and hcooe 
are floodiDg our markets ivitu foreign 
tobocco. If these oigara were made in 
tliie country Irom the niw material, thoir 
manufacture would RITO employment to 
more ttmu 1,700 people annually. 
To 


show tho vast importance ot protecting 
our growers and manufacturers o£ tobac- 
co, statistics gives us the number of ci- 
gars and cigarettes made in tbe eityo£ 
New York alone in 1883 as 818,000,000. 
How many, then, are made in the United 
States? It is safe, perhaps, to estimate 
that not more than ont-fifth oJ all the 
cigars and cigarettes manufactured in 
the United States are made in New Fork 
city. If thia be correct, tho whole 
amount made in the United States annu- 
ally would ba four thousand, two hun- 
dred and forty millions (4,240,CDO,000). 
Every two hundred cigars roprerents a 
day's work in thair manufacture. 
This 


wonld give tffOnty-one million and two 
hundred thousand days' labor, which at 
82.50 por day produces §C3,000,COO. Now 
this statement only refers to the manu- 
facture of cigars and cigarettes in llie 
United Blares. Let us Bay that this la- 
bor of producing tbe leat tobacco in tbe

Tariff and Tobacco. 


To the Edhor oC thu Syrueube JourniiJ. 


In a former article addressed to your 


paper relating to the importance of pro- 
tecting those engaged in growing domes- 
tic Havana tobacco in the United States 
against foreign ptoducorj. 
i omitted 


fume detailB " which perhaps may 
be 


properly supplied 
at this important 


juncture. 


I may as well ssy that the estimated 


produo:ion of domestic Havana in the 
state o' Kew York for tho year 1884, is 
beyond that of any former yaar, to the 
extent ot two pounds to one; that a fair 
estimate of tho production in the whole 
state, including tho counties of Ononda- 
go, Oflwego, Gayuga, Wayne, Madison, 
Cheuaugo, Tompkius, Chemung, Tioga, 
and that which is grown oa the margin 
of tho state ot Mew 1'ork noxt to the Ver- 
mont line, IB from thirty-one 10 thirty- 
two thousand cubes, of 350 pounds nut 
m each caiie, equal to eleven million and 
two hundred thousand pounds. 
Tbe 


county ot Onondaga alone will produce 
iu 18;4,1 think, 15.0G boxes, equal to 
5,200,000 pounds, 
It will be readily 


seen from these iiBiirea thnt the industry 
la certainly a larue one, and from all 1 
can learn in relation to the future pros- 
pects looking to au increased growth, 
it may be safely Bind that, with reason 
ablo protection, the expansion of the 
business of growing domestic Havana 
leat in this state will'doveiope m a most 
encouraging manner. 
It seems platn 


enuugh, now that our farmers have got 
to turn their attention to some other 
branches of agriculture ot a different 
character than tho*e embraced in wheat 
growing and industries of <i kindred na- 
ture. The growing of leat tobacco, hop» 
and potatoes, 
employs 
thousands of 


workingmen aud women. 
The now 


methods now adopted in putting up 
leaf tobacco for market are reduced to n 
science. The labor is employed largely 
in winter, when men and women most 
need employment. 


It is learned that tho women are ei- 


pert assorters ot loaf and loarn easily the 
nice methods which the trade now de- 
mund in assorting tobacco. I allude to 
thia question of labor, to show how essen- 
tial it is that this great industry shall be 
adequately protocted at tho hands oE the 
government ot the United States in 
order that the workingmon ot several of 
the states ot tbis union, not to mention 
many hundreds of women, may be not 
only emplojoa, but fairly paid by the 
growers and packers. 
1C tho grower 


shall receive fair or remunerative prices 
for his tobacco, he is encouraged to pay 
his help good wages; but it tho govern- 
ment oC the United States, through con- 
gress, fails to protect leat tobacco grow- 
ers in tbis country by reason of insuffi- 
cient duly ou tho foreign leat tobacco, 
imported into our ports, then tbe home 
raisers come directly in contact with 
that kind ot competition which operates 
disastrously to their busiuene. 
The 


Spanish government, whose yoke op- 
presses Cuba, would gladly sanction a 
treaty whereby all the tobacco grown in 
that island would be admitted free ot 
duty into the United States under the 
cover of a reciprocity agreement, 
Eol- 


lond would do the same thing in relation 
to importation ot Sumatra tobacco, if 
that kingdom could urge on3oessfully a 
reciprocity treaty upon the attention of 
tho United States government. It bo- 
hooves tho American producers of to- 
bacco, therefore, to guard their own in- 
terests, by protesting in strong termn 
against the adoption by our government 
of any recipocity treaty, either with 
Spam or Holland, by wLich tho mter- 
OSIB ot those engaged in producing leaf 
tobacco in this country shall in any man- 
ner be jeopardized. 


The importance o£ Cuba tobacco in 


our ports is enormous, as is shown by 
the following statistical exhibit: There 
were imported in 1867 of leaf 'obaooo 2, 
319,239 pounds. In 1SS3, sixteen years 
later, the importation had reached 13, 
811,139 pounds, showing an enormous 
increase for the periol named. 
This 


great increase is attributed in a large 
meaure to tho importation of Sumatra 
tobacco within the last two years, and 
especially m the year 1883. 
Tho money 


value ot the 1SG7 importations was S747, 
So-i.SO and tbe value would amount to 
Sl,714,uSS.C2 duty paid. 


Tno money vaiuo i.f the importations 


tor 1883 was S7.4U,10-1.20, but to rbiu we 
muht add the duty paid at the rate of 35 
cents per pound, This would make tbr 
nioni-y value ot the importations for tho 
yi-urlSSS S12,248,OUS.IU of manufactured 
or leaf tobacco. Sow, we must add stem- 
med leat to this oihibit., and I vrill sim- 
ply say that otslouimod t bucco admit- 
ted at the rate ot up cents per pound 
duty, that ot thitt kind there were im- 
ported into (ho United States iu 1883 
168,082 pounds. Thu very large impor- 
tations ot crude lent tobacco into our 
ports, without an adequate duty, are di- 
rectly and most positively against our 
interests as growers, and I wish to say 
here that tho tendency in this country 
to inconsistent tree-trade doctrines, en- 
tertained and advocated by too many of 
our learned college professors, is cer- 
tainly most disastrous to the industries 
which many of our agricultural fnenus 
have at heart, and alike disastrous to 
growers ot leat tobacco in this country. 


The number of pounds of foreign ci- 


United States annually, aud getting it 
in shape to manufacture tbo various 
forms pt leaf, aside from that which is 
made into cigars and cigarettes, which 
must be at least equal to that required 
to make the cigar already referred to, to 
wit, $33,000,000, and wo have a grand to- 
tal of 3131,000,000, which has to be paid 
annually for the labor brought in requi- 
sition iu manipulating tobacco in us va- 
rious terms 
and growing tho same. 


This shows what an important industry 
it is, and how essential it id that itshould 
bo protoctsd by oar government, and 
tho laborers also who are engaged in tho 
business. 


The latest statistics devolope the fact 


that there are 15,320 cigar manufacturing 
firms in tho United States. 
These tao- 


toriea must employ over 1,250,000 hards. 
There must be employed in the various 
tobacco mauutaoturicg concerns m the 
United States nearly 2,300,000 people. 
Now add those engaged in growing uud 
otherwise employed in looking 
after 


this groat tobacco industry, and die to- 
tal would number between four and five 
xaillions of people. This would be 8 per 
cent of thu population ot tho Uuitod 
States allowing our present population 
to bo 07.000.0UO. 


Now, 
can anyone deny, in the faco of 


this statemeut, that it is not necessary to 
protect the tobacco growing and cigar 
manufacturing interests of this country? 
Is it right to demoailize this butijcss 


now ot tnormouB proportions, and per- 
mit foreign countries to monopolize it, 
and drive it out of this freo country? 
Mr. Morrison and Mr. Carlisle, represen- 
tative free-trade men, would allow, if 
they could, tho importation of raw to- 
bacco into this country duty freo. They 
ore democrats; they are froe-tradoru; 
they are opposed to protecting tho farra- 
IUK interesta; they arengsiust protecting 
the Ohio Texas and Colorado wool pro- 
ducers. They showed no disposition 
whatever last winter to amend that por- 
tion of the tariff bill relating to th« im- 
portation ot leaf tobacco. Now Jet them 
remember that every pound ot Sumatra 
tobacco that is imported into thu United 
States displaces threo pounds, or tho line 
ottly.-ee pounds ot domestic Havana; 
that our tobacco industry must be pro- 
tested, it we would succeed in making 
it asuocesb; that in order to cause the 
enactment of a just aud fair protective 
tariff law, we, t!B republicans, must elect 
men to represent us in congruea who will 
throw cafe-guards around our interests, 
and who will insist upon placing higher 
duties than we now havo on lent tobacco. 
Our industry must not bo handicaped. 


We demand protection in growing 


wool, hops and tobacco against goiera- 
meuts in whinh we have no interest save 
being on peaceful terms with thorn; pro- 
tection against a hodre ot unscrupulous 
importers, who would, if they| could no 
doubt, ruin our tobacco interests in this 
country: and wo demand protection a- 
gaiust that class of free-traders who 
seemingly desire lo build up aod sustain 
foreign lands and foreign capitalists, 
rather than the groat home indnslnes of 
this free country. Let no grower of to- 
bacco, iu any ot the states where tobacco
